OAS  Truce  Team 
Keeps  Haiti  Calm 
Following  Dispute 

PORT  AU  PRINCE,  Haiti. 

(UPI) — A five-man  investigating 
team  from  the  Organization  of 
American  States  arrived  Tuesday 
to  keep  the  heated  dispute  be- 
tween Haiti  and  the  Dominican 
Republic  from  flaring  into  open 
warfare. 

The  city  was  completely  calm. 
There  was  no  outward  signs  of 
military  preparations.  Political 
tensions  of  the  week-end  appear- 
ed to  have  eased  considerably. 

The  presence  of  the  Inter- 
American  group  here  was  expect- 
ed in  itself  to  lessen  the  danger 
of  an  armed  clash  between  the 
two  nations.  Diplomats  indicated 
that  the  OAS  truce  team,  headed 
by  Amb.  Alberta  Zuleta  Angel  of 
Colombia,  would  remain  at  least 
a week.

ACCORDING  TO  Mr.  Hinckley, 
politics  and  politicians  are  an 
important  part  of  our  system  of 
democracy.  The  general  attitude 
of  the  public  toward  politics  has 
been  one  of  apathy  and  general 
distrust.  Mr.  Hinckley  challenged 
the  businessmen  and  future  bus- 
inessmen to  remedy  this  situation. 

It  is  the  duty  of  all  business- 
men to  become  politicians  in  a 
sense.  They  can  do  much  to  im- 
prove the  poor  attitide  toward 
politics  and  government  by  be- 
coming interested  in  the  workings 
of  government  and  political  part- 
ies. “American  Businessmen  can- 
not afford  to  be  politically  illit- 
erate.” stated  Mr.  Hinckley. 

Politics  and  business  must  learn 
to  work  together  in  order  to  im- 
prove our  present  system  of  gov- 
ernment. It  is  the  responsibility 


of  all  good  businessmen  and  < 
izens  to  elect  the  right  men 
the  important  positions  in  g< 
ernment.  If  everyone  of  us 
come  politically  interested  tt 
democracy  will  work,  accordi 
to  Mr.  Hinckley.
